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Umbrella  Agreement 
Helps  Cut  Red  Tape 


The  Jewish  Community  of 
Ottawa  has  become  the  first 
Jewish  group  in  Canada  to 
sign  an  “umbrella  agreement” 
with  Employment  and  Im- 
migration which  will  ac- 
celerate the  processing  and  en- 
try of  South-East  Asian 
refugees  by  at  least  four  to  six 
weeks. 

Formal  approval  to  enter  in- 
to such  an  agreement  was 
given  by  unanimous  vote  at  a 
specially-convened  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Council 
held  on  August  9 under  the 
chairmanship  of  Council 
President  Sol  Shinder.  The 
recommendation  came  from 
the  Executive  Committee 
which  had  met  earlier. 

An  “umbrella  agreement” 
is  a written  guarantee  that  the 
sponsoring  groups  which  come 
under  its  provisions  deliver  on 
their  commitments.  Primary 
responsibility,  however,  still 
rests  with  the  sponsors  who 
have  undertaken  to  support  a 
family  for  a period  of  up  to 
one  year  from  arrival. 
Generally,  such  families 
become  self-sufficient  within 
four  to  six  months  at  which 
point  the  responsibility  ter- 
minates. 

Sponsorship  Requirements 

Sponsorship  includes  pro- 
viding housing,  household  ef- 
fects, food,  clothing  and  in- 
cidental expenses.  Project 
4000,  with  which  the  Jewish 
Community  is  associated,  has 
developed  housing,  furniture 
and  clothing  depots  upon 
which  sponsors  may  draw. 
The  value  of  such  assistance 
reduces  the  sponsor’s  liability 
proportionately. 

Sponsors  are  required  to 
meet  the  refugees  on  their  ar- 
rival and  assist  them  to  adjust 
to  their  new  surroundings;  in- 
troduce them  to  the  Canadian 
way  of  life;  help  find  employ- 
ment for  the  working  members 
of  the  family;  and  arrange  for 
children  to  be  enrolled  in 
schools. 

Jhe  current  estimate  for 
maintaining  one  refugee  for 
one  year  is  $2,500.  or  $10,000. 
for  a family  of  four  including 
housing  and  living  expenses. 
About  half  should  be  available 
in  cash,  the  balance  can  be 
made  up  in  contributed  goods 
and  services. 

Screening  Procedures 
Groups  of  five  or  more  peo- 
ple as  well  as  legally  incor- 
porated organizations  can 
become  sponsors.  Under  nor- 
mal circumstances,  such 
groups  have  to  satisfy 
Employment  and  Immigration 
that  they  have  the  financial 
resources  necessary  to  fulfill 
the  obligations  they  wish  to 
assume.  If  they  come  under  an 
“umbrella  agreement,”  the 
government  screening  require- 
ment is  simplified  and  the 
responsibility  shifted  to  the 
guarantor.  In  the  case  of 
groups  in  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity, the  process  can  be 
handled  quickly  since  most 
names  are  known  and  finan- 
cial viability  is  easier  to  check 
out. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  also 
approved  a proposal  for  a 
limited  appeal  for  funds  to 
back  up  the  obligations  assum- 
ed under  the  umbrella  agree- 
ment. What  is  visualized  is  an 
approach  by  direct  mail  and 
use  of  the  Bulletin  to  stimulate 
free-will  offerings. 


The  thrust  of  the  drive  will 
be  on  large-scale  participation 
rather  than  size  of  gift  in  order 
to  give  as  many  as  possible  a 
share  in  the  life-saving  effort. 
Campaign  organizers  will  be 
going  into  the  schools  right 
after  Labour  Day  in  the  belief 
that  it  is  important  for 
children  to  be  identified  with 
the  rescue  operation. 

The  Fund  being  established 
is  intended  primarily  for  those 
who  are  not  directly  involved 
in  a sponsorship  group  or  who 
have  already  made  tangible 
contributions  in  other  ways. 
The  need  for  volunteers  to 
work  with  the  families  also 
continues  and  those  who 
would  like  to  help  are  asked  to 
come  forward. 

“Refugee  Committee” 

A newly-created  corporate 
body  known  as  “The  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community  Refugee 
Committee”  will  be  the  instru- 
ment to  carry  out  the  program 
on  behalf  of  the  Indo-Chinese 
boat  people.  The  “Refugee 
Committee”  has  also  been  ap- 
proved as  a registered  Cana- 
dian charitable  organization 
and  contributions  made  to  it 
will  be  income  tax  exempt. 

According  to  Rabbi  Donald 
R.  Gerber,  who  has  been  ac- 
ting on  an  interim  basis  as 
chairman  of  the  organizing 
committee  appointed  on  July 
19,  the  first  Vietnamese  family 
under  Jewish  group  sponsor- 
ship has  arrived  and  is  doing 
well.  Six  other  groups  are  well- 
advanced  and  ten  others  are  in 
the  early  stages  of  organiza- 
tion. 

All  six  Synagogues  in  the 
community  are  involved.  If 
plans  materialize  and  Rabbi 
Gerber  is  confident  that  they 
will,  the  initial  goal  of  50 
refugees  under  Jewish  Com- 
munity sponsorship  will  have 
been  reached  and  surpassed. 
Task  Forces  at  Work 
Structurally,  the  Committee 
is  organized  along  operational 
lines  and  doing  well  by  all  ac- 
counts. So  far,  three  Task 
Forces  are  already  at  work: 
Sponsorship  and  Development 
headed  by  Susan  Schechtman; 
Screening  and  Monitoring 
headed  by  Gerald  Levitz;  and 
Fund-Raising  headed  by 
Lawrence  Freiman.  One  on 
Education  and  another  on 
Resources  are  also  on  the 
drawing  board.  Others  will  be 
established  as  needed.

Asked  to  comment  about 
the  program  after  the  Trustees 
meeting,  Sol  Shinder  express- 
ed satisfaction  with  the  way  in 
which  the  community  has 
responded  to  the  call  of  Pro- 
ject 4000  and  the  pronounce- 
ment by  Canadian  Jewish 
Congress. 

He  was  pleased  that  in  the 
three  weeks  since  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Trustees  on  Ju- 
ly 19,  concrete  plans  had  been 
developed  and  forces  set  in 
motion  which  will  enable  the 
Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa 
to  play  a meaningful  role  in 
the  overall  Canadian  effort  for 
the  South-East  Asian  refugees.

Building  a Viable  Centre: 
Membership  is  the  Key

During  the  past  year,  I 
have  written  a number  of 
articles  indicating  the  Cen- 
tre’s directions  with  respect 
to  program  planning  and 
policy  development.  It  is 
my  feeling  that  the  past  year 
has  witnessed  a qualitative 
and  quantitative  develop- 
ment of  Centre  programm- 
ing. By  the  time  you  read 
this  article,  you  will  have 
received  the  Centre’s  Fall 
Program  Brochure,  which 
in  a very  tangible  way 
demonstrates  the  directions 
in  which  the  Centre  is  mov- 
ing. This  year’s  program 
promises  to  be  most  com- 
prehensive, consisting  of 
events  and  activities  which 
cater  to  all  age  groups. 

Membership 

Campaign 

The  title  of  my  article 
reflects  the  next  step  in  the 
Centre’s  growth— assuring 
that  the  Centre  maintains 
and  strengthens  its  viability 
and  vitality  through  en- 
couraging membership; 
and,  without  question, 
viability,  vitality  and 
membership  go  hand  in 
hand!! 

On  September  1 1 and  12, 
the  Centre’s  Membership 
Campaign  will  begin  under 
the  leadership  of  Noreen 
Bosloy,  Membership  and 
Publicity  Chairman.  The 
major  component  of  the 
Campaign  consists  of  a 
telephone  canvass  of  the  en- 
tire Ottawa  Jewish  com- 
munity. Martin  Tatz,  a 
member  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity. Centre  Board  of 
Directors,  has  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  organizing 
the  telephone  canvass,  in- 
cluding the  training  of  120 
potential  canvassers  prior 
to  the  Campaign.  Mrs. 
Bosloy  and  Mrs.  Roz  Ger- 
shon  have  been  instrumen- 
tal in  developing  Campaign 
publicity  and  advertising. 


Value  for 
Your  Dollar 

The  reasons  for  becom- 
ing a Centre  member  are 
many;  however,  the  two 
primary  reasons  for  pur- 
chasing memberships  are  a 
commitment  to  Jewish 
communal  life,  and  receiv- 
ing value  for  your  dollar 
through  the  program 
package  and  facilities  which 
are  offered.  Purchasing 
membership  entitles  one  to 
reduced  charges,  or  no 
charges,  for  programs  and 
activities;  and,  given  the  at- 
tractive program  package 
which  is  being  offered  this 
year,  that  in  itself  is  a good' 
argument  for  purchasing 
membership. 

U.J.A.  Dollar  Does 
Not  Meet  Needs 
A number  of  people  have 
indicated  that  they  do  their 
share  through  contributing 
to  the  United  Jewish  Ap- 
peal; however,  it  becomes 
obvious  that  these  funds, 
albeit  generous,  are  insuffi- 
cient to  meet  the  increasing 
needs  of  the  community  for 
social,  cultural  and  physical 
education  programming.  In 
this  instance,  membership 
revenue  enables  the  Centre 
to  remain  viable  financially. 

I should  also  point  out  that 
many  Ottawans  do  not  give 
sufficiently,  or  do  not  give 
at  all,  to  the  U.J.A.  Cam- 
paign. Statistics  indicate 
that  approximately  10  per 
cent  of  the  community  is 
responsible  for  90  per  cent 
of  the  U.J.A.  dollar. 

Fees  Are  Low  1 

A number  of  people  have 
suggested  that  the  member- 
- ship  fees  are  excessive.  Yet 
in  comparing  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community  Centre 
fees  to  those  of  other  Cen- 
tres of  intermediate  size 
across  North  America,  and 
to  local  agencies  or

organizations  of  a similar 
nature,  it  becomes  evident 
that  the  Centre’s  fees  are 
considerably  lower . The 
median  membership  fee  for 
families,  according  to 
Jewish  Welfare  Board 
statistics,  is  $165:  The 
Jewish  Community  Centre 
of  Ottawa’s  fee  is  $1 10.  The 
median  Health  Club 
membership — a fee  in  addi- 
tion to  the  general  member- 
ship fee — is  $175  for 
families  and  $145  for 
singles;  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  of  Ottawa 
charges  $115  and  $90 
respectively. 

Contributory 

Membership 

Developed 

The  Board  of  Directors 
has  also  instituted  Con- 
tributory Membership 
categories  which  enable 
members  of  the  community 
to  express  their  commit- 
ment to  the  Centre  through 
purchasing  membership 
and,  in  addition,  providing 
a donation  to  the  Centre. 
The  funds  generated  by  the 
Contributory  Membership 
are  used  to  defray  costs  of 
scholarships  for  Centre 
membership  and  Camp, 
and  to  upgrade  programs 
and  facilities.  Contributory 
Membership  categories  in- 
clude Family  Health  Club 
Membership  and  a tax 
receipt  for  the  contributory 
portion.

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Hebraica  Treasures  on  View 


By  Rabbi  Saul  I.  Aranov 

In  1977  the  National 
Library  of  Canada  in  Ottawa, 
became  the  recipient  of  a gift 
of  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
private  collections  of  Judaica 
and  Hebraica  tomes  ever  to  be 
assembled  on  the  North 
American  Continent.  This 
treasure  trove,  which  was 
assembled  by  the  Jewish  Com- 
munal Leader,  Philanthropist, 
the  Bibliophile  Jacob  M. 
Lowy  of  Montreal,  is  the  fruit 
of  forty-five  years  of  collec- 
ting. It  is  housed  in  the  Jacob 
M.  Lowy  Room  in  the  Na- 
tional Library  on  Wellington 
Street. 

Among  the  incunabula, 
books  that  were  published  in 
the  formative  period  of 
Hebrew  printing  from 
1475-1500  there  are  a number 
of  works  in  this  collection  that 
belong  to  the  first  decade  of 
Hebrew  printing,  which  are 
now  to  be  commemorated  for 
their  fifth  centenary.  These 
works  include  the  first  two 
books  ever  to  be  published  in 
Lisbon  in  1489,  Nachmanides’ 
Biblical  commentary  and 
Abudarham’s  commentary  on 
prayer;  the  first  edition  of 
Tractate  Niddah  of  the 
Babylonian  Talmud  produced 
by  the  Soncino  family,  early 
editions  of  the  Tur  Yoreh 
De’ah  of  Guadalajara,  Spain, 
1482;  Hijar,  Spain,  1487;  and 
Soncino  c.  1488-90.  Soncino’s 
1485  edition  of  the  Former 
prophets  with  R.  David  Kim- 
chi’s  commentary; 

Gunzenhauser  of  Naples  1487 
edition  of  Job  with  Levi  b. 
Gerson’s  commentary;  and 
Joseph  Albo’s  Sefer  -Ha- 
Ikkarim,  a theological  work 
published  in  1485,  to  name  a 
few  works. 

The  earliest  Hebrew 
publishing  effort  in  this  collec- 
tion the  fifth  centenary  which 
will  be  commemorated  this 
year  is  the  first  edition  of 
Maimonides’  Mishneh  Torah 


which  was  published  in  Rome 
in  two  folio  volumes  no  later 
than  1480.  Maimonides 
(1135-1204)  completed  this 
magnum  opus  on  Jewish  codal 
law  800  years  ago  in  1178.  It 
consists  of  fourteen  tracts, 
hence  the  sub-title  Yad  Ha- 
Hazakah,-  the  Hebrew  word 
“Yad”  being  equivalent  to  the 
number  fourteen.  The 
publishers  were  Soloman  b. 
Judah  and  Obadiah  c.  Moses. 
The  author  who  was  regarded 
as  the  second  Moses  during  the 
Middle  Ages  was  a leading 
jurist,  physician  and 
philosopher  of  his  age.  He  was 
born  in  Cordova,  capital  of 
Muslim  Spain,  where  he  was 
trained  in  Talmudic  studies  by 
his  father  R.  Maimon  who  was 
a judge  in  the  rabbinical  court 
of  that  city.  Moses  Mai- 
monides Scholarship  attained 
its  zenith  in  Egypt.  Here  he 
completed  his  most  important 
works,  namely,  his  commen- 
tary on  the  Mishnah,  the  first 
published  Naples  edition  of 
1492,  which  is  available  in  the 
Lowy  collection.  Another  ma- 
jor work  is  his  Sefer  Ha- 
Mitzvot  where  he  enumerated 
the  613  Commandments  in  the 
Pentateuch  thereby 

demonstrating  that  the  entire 
corpus  of  Talmudic  law  was 
derived  from  Scriptures. 

The  Great  Classifier 

Maimonides  third  major 
work  is  the  aforementioned 
Mishneh  Torah  is  indicative  of 
his  passion  for  orderliness  as 
he  reduced  the  vast  and  diffuse 
literature  of  the  Talmud  into 
an  economy  of  words, 
classified  by  subject  without 
sacrificing  the  comprehensive 
detail  which  characaterizes 
this  sea  of  knowledge.  The 
laws  of  Judaism  which  make 
up  the  corpus  of  Halakhic 
literature  are  aspects  of  the 
revealed  way  to  perfection  by 
inculcating  values  which  are 
based  on  the  pursuit  of  truth 
and  the  exercise  of  moral 
values.  This  published  work

was  based  on  four  different 
MSS  except  the  Book  of 
Tahara  which  was  copied  from 
one  MS. 

Great  men  are  often  con- 
troversial and  Maimonides’ 
literary  effort  aroused  opposi- 
tion first  with  the  Mishneh 
Torah  because  of  his  neglec- 
ting to  give  authoritative  cita- 
tions for  his  decisions  which 
conflicted  with  the  views  of 
earlier  authorities.  He 
responded  that  he  wished  to 
present  Rabbinic  Judaism  as 
authoritative  and  universally 
accepted  in  order  to  silence  the 
Karaite  schism  which  tried  to 
subdue  Rabbinic  Judaism  dur- 
ing his  age.  Were  time 
available  he  would  have 
elaborated  on  his  sources  in  a 
subsequent  edition.  R. 
Abraham  b.  David  of  the  Pro- 
vence feared  that  Maimonides’ 
text  might  wreak  havoc  with 
the  Halakhic  system  by  the 
negation  of  divergent  views. 
Others  criticized  the  introduc- 
tion of  philosophic  views  in  an 
authoritative  legal  work. 

This  brings  us  to 
Maimonides’  philosophic 
work  originally  composed  in 
Arabic  but  known  in  Hebrew 
as  the  Moreh  Nebukhim,  the 
Guide  for  the  perplexed, 
which  was  his  grand  design  to 
synthesize  Medieval 

Aristotelian  Philosophy  with 
traditional  Judaic  theology. 
After  the  completion  of  this 
work  a Hundred  Years  War 
between  the  pro  and  anti- 
philosophic  camps  in  Judaism 
ensued. 

You  have  an  opportunity  to 
study  these  rare  volumes  by  ar- 
ranging to  visit  the  Lowy 
Room  at  the  National  Library 
on  Wellington  Street  and 
thereby  enjoy  a cultural  feast 
commemorating  five  hundred 
years  of  the  art  of  Hebrew 
printing.  An  exhibition  of 
some  of  these  works  in 
facsimile  will  be  available  at 
this  year’s  Ottawa  Jewish 
Community’s  Book  Fair, 
where  the  transition  from  the 
age  of  Manuscripts  to  that  of 
printing  by  movable  Hebrew 
type  will  be  underscored.

First  Kadimah  ORT  Meeting 


In  this  the  26th  year  of  its 
existence,  the  Ottawa  Modern 
Jewish  School  entertained  an 
enrollment  of  150  students, 
from  4 year  old  Kindergarten 
to  Grade  Seven; 

The  school  was  founded  in 
1953  on  the  philosophy  that  the 
primary  purpose  of  Jewish 
education  is  to  develop  within 
the  student  an  appreciation  of 
the  unique  history  and  values 
of  the  Jewish  people.  Through 
such  an  appreciation,  the 
founders  maintained,  is  Jewish 
existence  meaningful  and  is  the 
survival  of  the  Jews  as  a 
distinctive  people  assured. 

In  keeping  with  this 
philosophy,  today  the  school 
places  emphasis  on  Jewish 
tradition  — language,  history 
and  culture  — and  on  dev- 
eloping in  the  child  a positive 
identification  with  the  Jewish 
people.  A staff  of  professional 
teachers  supplemented  by  a 
number  of  graduate  assistants 
aims  through  dedicated  efforts 
to  create  an%tmosphere  where 
learning  is  a joyous  experience. 
In  essence,  ruach  (spirit),  is  in 
large  part  a key  element  of  the 
school.  The  OMJS  also  enjoys 
much  parental  support  and 
involvement. 

While  religious  observances 
and  practices  are  considered  to 
be  a personal  matter  for  the  in- 
dividual OMJS  family,  the 
ethics  and  morality  of  Judaism 
are  an  integral  part  of  the 
curriculum.  The  school  by  its 
very  nature  is  not  associated 
with  any  religious  congrega- 
tion. However,  included  in  its 
membership  are  parents  who 
belong  to  the  various  religious 
institutions  and  organizations 
in  the  community.  The  school 
is  a member  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Council  of  Ottawa 
(Vaad  Ha’Ir). 

The  curriculum  of  the 
school,  under  continual  review 
by  its  principal,  vice-principal 
and  sub-committees,  is  shaped 
in  the  following  manner. 

In  4 and  5 year  old 
Kindergarten,  the  children  are 
introduced  to  song,  dance, 
holidays,  ceremonies,  customs, 
Bible  stories  and  Hebrew.  In 
Grade  One  — Hebrew, 
holidays,  customs,  ceremonies 
and  Bible  stories  are  taught. 
Grade  Two  — Hebrew, 
holidays,  customs,  ceremon- 
ies, Bible  stories,  history, 
culture  and  current  events. 
Grade  Three  — Hebrew, 
holidays,  customs,  ceremonies, 
history,  current  events  and  the 


introduction  of  Yiddish.  Grade 
Four  — Hebrew,  holidays, 
customs,  ceremonies,  history, 
Yiddish,  current  events.  Grade 
Five  — Hebrew,  Yiddish, 
History,  culture  and  current 
events  and  Modern  Israel. 
Grades  Six  and  Seven  — 
Hebrew,  Yiddish,  history, 
Judaism,  current  events, 
modern  Israel,  literature.  It 
should  be  mentioned  that  Dr. 
Edmond  Lipsitz,  Director  of 
Education  for  the  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress;  Central 
Region,  has  alluded  to  the  fact 
that  “parts  of  the  O.M.J.S. 
curriculum  are  being  used  as  a 
model'by  other  Hebrew  schools 
in  Ontario.” 

The  OMJS  arranges  for  the 
necessary  instruction  for  Bar  or 
Bat  Mitzvah.  The  student 
attends  the  regular  classes,  of 
the  school  and  receives 
Bar/ Bat  Mitzvah  instruction 
from  a qualified  person, 
outside  class  hours. 

The  system  of  remedial 
classes  introduced  in  1976  will 
continue  next  year,  as  will  the 
music  programme  under  the 
guidance  of  Shirley  Steinberg. 
Also,  for  the  coming  academic 
year  the  principal  will  direct  the 
subsection  on  the  Holocaust. 
This  will  be  aimed  at  senior 
students  especially.  In.  fact, 
students  who  have  recently 
graduated  from  OMJS  will  be 
invited  back  to  share  in  this 
experience. 

The  OMJS  hours  are  as 
follows:  Sunday  — all  grades, 
4K  — 7,  meet  from  9:30  a.m.  — 
12:30  p.m.  at  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre,  151 
Chapel  Street.  Wednesdays  — 
Grades  2-7  meet  from  4:15  - 
5:45  p.m.  at  the  annex  to 
Agudath  Israel  Synagogue, 
1400  Coldrey.

In  1976,  seventeen  Jewish 
Social  Workers  met  to  discuss 
the  needs  for  Jewish  Social 
Services  in  Ottawa  in  support 
of  a research  project  under- 
taken by  the  Vaad  Ha’lr  in- 
vestigating the  needs  of  Ot- 
tawa’s Jewish  Community. 

The  Jewish  community  has 
since  seen  the  beginning  of  a 
Jewish  Social  Service  agency 
which  will,  hopefully,  grow  in- 
to a full-fledged  service  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  total  Ot- 
tawa Jewish  community. 

What  also  emerged  from 
this  original  meeting  was  an 
ongoing  association  — a 
group  of  social  workers  who 
have  met  regularly  for  the  past 
three  years  to  share  informa- 
tion and  knowledge,  and  to 
discuss  current  concerns  while 
enjoying  the  social  component 
of  “just  getting  together.” 


While  the  original  par- 
ticipants still  comprise  the 
core,  a number  of  new  social 
workers  have  joined  — new  in 
the  sense  of  being  new 
residents  in  Ottawa,  students, 
recent  graduates  or  new  ar- 
rivals to  the  field  of  social  ser- 
vices. The  exact  number  of 
Jewish  social  workers  in  Ot- 
tawa is  still  difficult  to 
establish,  but  appears  to  have 
reached  or  even  exceeded  fifty. 
This  is  a sizeable  number  for  a 
community  which  ten  years 
ago  had  only  a handful  of 
Jewish  social  workers. 

The  original  aim  of  the 
group  has  been  well  served. 


The  regular  once-a-month 
meetings  are  held  in  the  homes 
of  members.  There  have  been 
presentations  by  the  members 
themselves  of  their  work- 
activities,  new  projects, 
research,  etc.,  as  well  as  talks 
by  outside  speakers,  including 
the  rabbis  in  our  community. 
Some  of  the  topics  were: 
Grieving,  Beginning  of  Social 
Services  in  Israel,  Jewish 
Ethics  and  the  Helping  Profes- 
sions, Concerns  brought  to  a 
Rabbi,  Logotherapy  and  many 
more. 

In  the  past,  activities  were 
centered  around  personal  pro- 
fessional growth  and  interests. 
Now  the  group  is  ready  to 
share  experiences  with  the 
■ Jewish  community.  Along 
these  lines,  there  will  be  a 
Jewish  Social  Workers  booth 
at  “Arts  Alive”  Fair  in 
November  at  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre,  where  books 
and  material  of  interest  to  the 
family  in  our  society  will  be 
exhibited.  The  group  will  also 
make  every  attempt  to  advise 
visitors  of  specific  books  and 
reading  material  covering 
topics  of  interest. 

Regular  meetings  will  again 
begin  on  September  11.  The 
topic,  date  and  place  will  be 
announced  in  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Bulletin.  Those  in- 
terested in  joining  are  en- 
couraged to  call  the  following 
for  more  information:  Marcia 
Zuker,  825-2561,  or  Carol 
Steinberg,  523-6858  (evenings 
only).
